NO F O R M A L U N D E R S T A N D I N G B E 


T W E E N U. S. A N D R U S S I A . 


Com m erce of T w o N ation* it Placed 
In Jeopardizing Position T h ro u g h 
Lack of Pact. 


Washington. J an. 1.—Through th# 
expiration of the Russian treaty of 
1832 at midnight, the commerce be­ 
tween that country and the United 
States, estimated at about $ 50,000,000 
annually, !s placed in a position of un­ 
certainty amounting to jeopardy 
No formal or informai understand­ 
ing between the 
(wo 
gov ernments 
looking toward the continuance and 
regulation of this international trade, 
has been nmde since the treaty abro­ 
gation by President Taft, and It 
f« 
learned that the whole matter will bo 
left for the action of the incoming 
Wilson administration. 
At the state department it was said 
that undoubtedly the general arbitra­ 
tion laws gov erning trade and nav i­ 
gation will apply, but just how far 
they will tend to reliev e the situation 
the officials do not pretend to predict. 
It was pointed out, howev er, that the 
two nations are on the boat of term* 
and that the comity between nation* 
would guarantee American citizens in 
Russia against theft and destruction, 
thought it would form no insurant*# 
against discrimination. 
That any retaliatory 
policy

might be adopted would hear more 
heav ily on American firniH than on 
Russian business organizations 
was 
reUdlly admitted fn diplomatic circles 
The ratio of harm that such a policy
